Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed April 18, 2000 has been placed in the 
application file and the information referred to therein has been considered as to the 
merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The application discloses an encryption/scramble 
procedure applied to messages in a system, however it does not specifically teach or 
suggest a scrambling procedure using a chaotic baker map.

Based on the rejection given above with respect to claim 1 1 , no interference 
between claim 1 1 of the instant application and claims 3 of U.S. patent 6,094,483 will be 
declared at this time. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
patent 3,925,61 1 granted to Dennis. 

Regarding claim 12, Dennis meets the claimed limitations as follows: 
"A method of hiding a message in an information carrier comprising: 
encrypting a message" see column 4, lines 34-43 
"modulating the encrypted message with predetermined data; 
scaling said modulated encrypted message; 

and adding the scaled, modulate encrypted message to the information carrier." see 
column 4, lines 43-57 and column 6, line 8 to column 7, line 15. 

Regarding claim 13, Dennis meets the claimed limitations as follows: 
"The method of claim 12, wherein the information carrier comprise a video frame." see 
column 4, lines 34-43. 

Regarding claim 14, Dennis meets the claimed limitations as follows: 
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"The method of claim 12, wherein said scaling scales the brightness level of the 
modulated encrypted message." see column 4, lines 43-54. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15 and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

With respect to claim 15, the cited prior art fails to specifically teach wherein the 
encrypting provides an encrypted message comprising a spatially uniform noisy 
message. 

With respect to claim 16, the cited prior art fails to specifically teach wherein the 
predetermined data comprises an N-bit identification word.
